from his cell In the West Thirtieth 
Street station house. Thaw, attired in 
fresh clothing brought to him by his 
valet, was shackled in spite of his pro- 
testations to a detective and taken in 
the patrol wagon to police headquar- 
ters. There, after waiting his turn in 
the long line of petty criminals arrest- 
ed during the night, he was photo 
graphed and his measurements taken 
on the Bertillon system.
